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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The previous rejection (paper no. 13) has been withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation ""the end face " in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



5. Claims 7 and 10-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Grasvoll (US 3,853,218). Grasvoll discloses an apparatus for shrink wrapping 
comprising vertically displaceable heating means/nozzles 28 (upper and lower) with 
annually arranged apertures/outlets 29; gas supplying means; see figures 4 and 5. 
Nozzles 28 are started below stack 7, moved towards it along its length and then 
away above. Pressing means 30 press foil against stack 7.

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6. Claims 7-10 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Birkenfeld et al. (US 5,502,947). Birkenfeld et al. disclose an apparatus for shrink 
wrapping comprising vertically displaceable heating means/nozzles 8 with annually 
arranged apertures/outlets directed in a 45 degree angle with respect to the vertical 
axis of stack; gas supplying means; see figures 1-3. Nozzles 28 are moved toward 
and away from the stack (as described above). Pressing means 6 press foil against 
stack as they lower the stack against conveyors 3.
